In the wake of the dis¬ 
crimination suit against 
the San Francisco Rowing 
Club, Supervisor John 
Molinari has proposed an 
addition to the City 
Charter that would pro¬ 
hibit discrimination of any 
kind by any organization 
or business operating on 
land leased from the City 
and County. 

The proposed Charter 
Amendment, Chapter 
12C, states, "All con¬ 
tracting agencies of the 
City and County . . . shall 
include in all . . . agree¬ 
ments involving the lease, 
rental or other use of real 
property ... a provision 
obligating the . . . party 
of said agreement not to 
discriminate on the 
ground or because of race, 
color, creed, national 
origin, ancestry, age, sex, 
sexual orientation or dis¬ 
ability against any person 
seeking accommodations, 
advantages, facilities, 
privileges, services, or 
membership in all ... 
establishments or organi¬ 
zations operating from or 
making use of said real 
property..." 

It also states that 
owners of buildings stand¬ 


ing on property 
from the. .City

include a similar non-dis¬ 
crimination provision in 
their dealings with those 
who lease the building 
from them. 

The S.F. Human Rights 
Commission will be 
empowered to inspect the 
"membership records, 
rules, regulations ana 
other pertirient data," of 
organizations or busi¬ 
nesses operating on leased 
City property - including 
"private membership* 
groups, such as the S.F 1 . 
Rowing Club - to make 
sure the non-discrimina¬ 
tion provision is complied 
with. 

Non-compliance with 
the proposed law would 
constitute a breach of 
contract between the 
building owner and the 
City and County, and 
would subject the building 
owner to a two-year pro¬ 
bation, during which time 
the owner may not rent 
out or live on City-leased 
property. The Human 
Rignts Commission would 
also be empowered to 
pursue "any other 
remedies that may be 
available at law."

Feinstein Porno Ordinance 


by Mark Joplin 

The operations of the 
hundreds of adult book¬ 
stores and theaters have 
again been brought under 
public scrutiny, via a pro¬ 
posed ordinance by Super¬ 
visor Diane Feinstein. 

The proposal, which 
would amend sections of 
both the City Planning 
and Police Codes, calls 
for the moving of any 
"adult entertainment 
enterprise" located within 
1000 feet of any residen¬ 
tial (Zone R) area. 

The ruling would affect 
the majority of adult 
bookstores and theaters 
and nearly every such Gay 
establishment. The only 
ones to escape the "1000 
feet" rule would be those 
located in the heart of the 
Tenderloin (such as the

itar 
Post). 

Penalties for non- 

compliance include for¬ 
feiture of the adult 

establishment's license 
fee to the City, a six- 
month jail term and a 
maximum $1000 fine. 

Many adult establish¬ 
ment owners and man¬ 
agers are confident that 
tne proposal will not pass 
beyond the City Attor¬ 
ney's office, due to the 
faulty logic, contradicting 
statements, and possibly 
unconstitutional regula¬ 
tions which they say the 


Feinstein proposal 

abounds with. 

But should the regula¬ 
tion pass, the adult estab¬ 
lishments standing in 
violation of the l(n)0 ft. 
rule would most likely 
move to the South of 
Market area, where low 
property values and few 
residential areas would 
provide the right atmo¬ 
sphere for such establish¬ 
ments. Other choices 
would be the high-priced 
and overcrowded Finan¬ 
cial District, and - ironi¬ 
cally - the Civic Center. 

The "Feinstein Porno 
Ordinance" (File #550-76) 
will be heard at a joint 
meeting of the Planning 
Commission and the Fire, 
Safety and Police Com¬ 
mission on Jan. 13 at 
2:00pm in Rm. 228 at City 
Hall. Public participation 
and input are welcomed. 
A copy of the ordinance 
itself is free for the ask¬ 
ing in Rm. 235 (Board 
Clerk's office). 

One area that would be 
hard-hit by the proposed 
ordinance is the Broadway 
"Strip," between 

Columbus and Mont¬ 
gomery. If the ordinance 
is enacted, the various 
stage-shows and book¬ 
stores would either have 
to close or move to the 
only other location with a 
hign tourist appeal, the 
already-overcrowded Fish—! 
ermarns Wharf area.l 


Since that prospect is 
highly unlikely, San Fran¬ 
cisco would risk losing a 
major source of revenue, 
should Feinstein's proposal 
become law. 

The new ordinance 
would empower the Chief 
of Police to close any 
adult establishment that 
does not re-locate to con¬ 
form with the 1000 ft. 
rule "within one year" 
after the proposal 
becomes law. No further 
specifics are made, so it 
is assumed that the Chief 
of Police may close down 
such adult establishments 
at any time during that 
one-year period. 

Under Feinstein's pro¬ 
posal, adult theaters are 
defined as any theater 
that devotes at least 10% 
of its presentation time to 
"adult" materials (which 
would include theaters as 
the Roxie and Presidio 
whose weekend "Midnight 
Movies" consist of a- 
rated films such as PINK 
FLAMINGOS). Adult 
bookstores are similarly 
defined as any place that 
devotes more than 5% of 
its selling space to erotic 
literature, a definition 
which would not only 
apply to a place as 
Le Salon, but to "mom- 
and-pop" stores like the 
one on the corner of Polk 
and Sutter which boasts 
an adult literature 
section. 

Such nationally- 

distributed periodicals as 
Playboy, Viva, Oui, 
Playgirl, In Touch. 
Mandate and Cheri would 
also fall under the classi¬ 
fication of adult litera¬ 
ture, as defined in the 
ordinance (Section 791, d.

791.10) which depict 
nudity or sexual acts (as 
an example, the thinly- 
disguised breasts-or- 
buttocks sign in front of 
Broadway's El Cid 
theater). 

A bone of contention 
among adult bookstore 
owners is the proposed 
Section 791.12, which pro¬ 
hibits window-display of 
"any stock in trade." This 
section, according to 
bookstore owners, would 
not only prohibit display 
of pornographic materials, 
but of periodicals such as 
the Berkeley Barb, 
NewsWest, the Advocate 
and the Bay Guardian. 

Carried to its extremes, 
this section would prohibit 
"mom-and-pop" stores 
which carry a 5% adult 
literature content, from 
displaying any stock in 
trade - even food or other 
non-pornographic material 
- in windows visible from 
the street. 

Two seemingly contra¬ 
dictory sections in the 
proposed ordinance center 
around the validity of 
existing permits. One 
section (791.2) provides a 
"grandfather clause" 
which allows adult estab¬ 
lishments with an "out¬ 
standing permit" to con¬ 
tinue operations under 
their present permit pro¬ 
viding that they conform 
to the 1000 ft. rule. How¬ 
ever, a later section 
(791.5) states that "all." 
adult bookstores that are 
doing business at the time 
that Feinstein's proposal 
becomes law must file for.

Changes of Influence in ’77

Anyone who thinks that 
Jimmy Carter will not 
bring changes to Washing¬ 
ton or that District Elec¬ 
tion of Supervisors will 
not bring changes to San 
Francisco has another 
guess coming. The indica¬ 
tions are written all over 
the place. There will be 
changes in priorities. 

The people who are sav¬ 
ing that all will be the 
same in Washington are 


the same who told us that 
the Presidential TV 
debates were dull. On a 
different level we have 
the same type of people 
telling us that District 
Elections are wrong for 
San Francisco. 

THE GREAT DEBATES 

The media, mostly 
print, told us that the 
debates were boring, unin¬ 
formative. Bull: The 


debates may have lacked 
name calling and street 
level slugging, but they 
clearly delineated the two 
candidates on issue after 
issue. The media called 
them a waste of time 
because until the debates 
the very same media told 
us who was the "best" for 
us. Editorials. Headlines. 
Selected excerpts from 
speeches. Columnists. In 
short - slanted news. 
Slanted toward their 
choice. Influence. 

Few people heard any 
presidential candidate 
give a full speech. Fewer 
heard both candidates 
give a full speech. And, if 
they did, it was the candi¬ 
date speaking on the 
subjects that he chose. 
None got to ask either 
candidate, let alone both, 
any questions on any 
~ ibiect. 


The rest of the nation 
made up their minds from 
whatever the media gave 
them. Control by the 
media was almost com¬ 
plete. They could make a 
candidate look good or 
bad. 

Then came the debates; 
100 million heard both 
answer the same questions 
- questions not known in 
advance. No longer could 
the candidates completely 
control the propaganda. 
The people had a chance 
to see both "in action." 
The voters could, and a 
great many did, make 
Judgments by themselves. 
Millions no longer needed 
writers and news editors 
to tell them who was 
"best." 

The media was losing 
control. So. to the 
media's advantage, they 
reported that the debates

was 972.9. Put another 


disease (strokes) stood out 
as having a substantially 
higher number and rate 
for females.

With some notable 
exceptions, the petroleum 
that was used to turn out 
the millions upon millions 
of phonograph albums and 
tapes in 76 should cer¬ 
tainly have been used for 
gasoline. The endless pro¬ 
liferation of pop/pap MOR 
dreck is a sad comment on 
the state of American art 
- if the record industry 
can even be looked at as 
art, which at this point is 
highly doubtful. That 
mellow-bland, mindless 
crap that comes out of 
bands like Wings, 
Frampton, Barbra 

Streisand, and Kiss can be 
justified only in terms of 
a need to help lull people 
to sleep. 

Before I go into the two 
generic exceptions ("out¬ 
law" country music and 
punk-rock music), let me 
point out a few bright 
spots in more traditional 
music. In Soul, ironically 
enough, the real move for 
76 came from two whites, 
Daryl Hall and John 
Oates, whose BIGGER 
THAN BOTH OF US

For a couple of years, 
Delbert McClinton has 
been a strong contender in 
the battle to become 
"king of rockabilly." With 
the release of his latest 
album, GENUINE COW¬ 
HIDE, he has left his 
rivals choking in the dust. 
Named as one of the top 
ten country albums 01 
1976, GENUINE COW¬ 
HIDE transcends C<5cW 
labelling. Like many of 
the currently successful 
albums on the tops of the 
charts, COWHIDE’S main 
thrust is a tribute to and 
development of musical 
roots. It is at once a hot 
blues album, even waxing 
jazzy at times, as much a 
rock 'n' roll record as any¬ 
thing else that's been 
released in the 70's, and, 
of course, the quintessen¬ 
tial rockabilly chart- 


buster. 

McClinton is working 
with the best of the 
standard Nashville ses- 
sionmen - Bobby Wood, 
Bobby Emmons, Reggie 
Young, Chip Young, Ken 
Buttrey - but his sound is 
as far from the Nashville 
formula as it can be. On 
a song like "It's Love, 
Baby" ("Honey, my days 
and nights are lonely/I 
need your love to keep me 
gay"), McClinton sounds 
like he's cornin' straight 
out of the south side of 
Chicago. Then you get a 
whole slew of pure rock 
classics like "Lovey 
Dovey," "Pledging My 
Love" and "Let The Good 
Times Roll" as well as a 
couple of more country- 
oriented tunes - at least 
lyrically - penned by 
McClinton himself. And 
throughout, there is a 
powerful Rm’B flavor tyin’ 

the whole package 
together. 

Anyone who grew up 
listenin’ to the primitive/ 
progressive music of the 
50’s is going to be happy 
with tms album. 
McClinton is even being 
called the "punk rocker" 
of country music. (The 
album cover is the 
impression of a scum bag 
in a wallet, pure 50's.l 
However, McClinton is a 
bit more of a craftsman 
than, say, The Ramones; 
but, in many ways, it’s a 
good comparison. 

McClinton is saying "Kiss 
off" to the formula of 
success, going straight to 
his musical roots, pure 
and unadorned, and allow¬ 
ing himself to rock out his 
soul. That’s what the 
punk rockers say they're 
tryin' to do; and, hope¬ 
fully, in a few years, 
they'll be doin' it as well 
as McClinton does. 


Hejira 

(ELEKTRA)

Joni Mitchell's been on 
the road a lot, and now 
she's written an album 
about her impressions. I'd 
hesitate to call it a 
masterpiece, but HEJIRA 
comes dangerously close. 
It is an inspired work of 
maturity and musical 
mastery, and it weaves a 


lovely spell. Never has 
Mitchell seemed so self- 
assured, nor her voice so 
hauntingly ethereal. 

Never has she constructed 
such vivid, realistic 
scenes. And, most impor¬ 
tant, her beautiful sense 
of poetry and her keen 
sense of euphonious abili¬ 
ties of lyric have never 
been so evocative or so 
effortlessly precise. 

Mitchell has evolved 
gracefully as an artist and 
social observer, always 
bettering her previous 
albums by experimenta¬ 
tion with sound and, 
especially, mood. In this 
respect, HEJIRA emerges 
a stunning manifestation 
of her greatest talent - 
the ability to capture a 
fleeting emotion or inci¬ 
dent with succinctness 
and vivid illustration. If 
HEJIRA seems less 
cynical and slightly more 
impersonal (I'd be tempted 
to add apolitical as well) 
than her past output, it's 
because Mitchelrs con¬ 
cerns are small-town, 
traveler's feelings, not the 
complexities of urban life 
or societal criticism. 

In fact, HEJIRA unfolds 
like a collection of short 
stories - nine compelling 
chapters of characters 
ana setting, a glimpse at 
"Americana" follies and 
I foibles, each richly 
patterned and embodying 
I a down-to-earth sensi- 
1 bility and an unusually 
rewarding subtlety. Often 
the impact of the songs' - 
again - subtleness can't 
even be properly appreci¬ 
ated without numerous re¬ 
playings, so aUuring is 
their overall charm. 

Add to that the flaw¬ 
lessly arranged, techni¬ 
cally adventurous 

production work and you 
have one of the most 
rewarding, fluid. and 
pleasurably comfortable 
albums from a woman 
who's proved that she's 
definitely in a class by 
herself.

Skiing Injuries 


The widespread in¬ 

crease in skiing has 
brought a consequent in¬ 
crease in injuries which is 
of concern to the medical 
profession, as well as to 
skiers and the ski 
industry. Sprains are the 
most Frequent type of 
injury followed by frac¬ 
tures. Together, they 

make up roughly three- 
fourths of ski injuries. 
The ankle and knee are 
the most frequent sites. 

Most accidents involve 
beginners who lose con¬ 
trol. Poor physical condi¬ 
tioning, faulty technique, 
lack of experience and 
excessive speed produce 
loss of control. Fatigue is 
also a factor, and many 
accidents occur late in 
the afternoon after long 
periods of activity. Many 
ski injuries are prevent¬ 
able and unnecessary. 


The better ski resorts 
mark their trails well, 
close slopes when condi¬ 
tions become dangerous 
and maintain a constant 
safety campaign to pre¬ 
vent injuries. Ski instruc¬ 
tors and the ski patrol 
teach participants the 
elements of ski safety and 
caution them on the 
dangers of skiing when 
fatigued. 

Tne individual skier can 
do much to prevent injury 
to himself By (1) being 
physically fit; (2) using 
good equipment: and (J) 
learning to ski under 
control. In a sport as 
strenuous as skiing, 
carried out in rarified 
altitude, physical fitness 
is of prime importance. 
Exercise to strengthen the 
legs, particularly knees 
and ankles, before 
attempting to ski is 
recommended. Good 

equipment includes 

release bindings, goggles 
and safety straps on skis.
